Visiting the British Industries Fair 
early this month, Rt.Hon, C. D. Howe 
de and Commerce, ad- 
alists and officials in 
and Birmingham, impressing 
on.them Canada’s desire to buy more 
sauipmen serpent? and industrial 


aA out that purchases of: 
and equipment from the 
United States exceeded in value the 
total of all Canadian purchases from 
the United Kingdom, If Canada Were 
‘able to obtain a larger. volume of en- 
gineering products from Britain, pur- 
chases from the United States could 
be reduced.’ This would help to solve 
Canada’s foreign exchange problem, 
and earning more Canadian dollars 
Britain would be able co increase her 
fmports from Canada. 

Mr. Howe expressed concern over 
the fact that a large proportion of 
Britain’s present exports to Canada 
consisted of luxury items, such as 
fine shirtings and worsteds, china, 
automobiles and other similar pro- 
ducts.’ Such luxury lines are particu- 
larly vulnerable to the customer’s ab- 
ility to spend freely. 

Canada is among the principal im- 
porters of manufactured goods, he 
pointed out, and her imports of. capi- 
tal goods and production equipment 
will continue to increase, Canada im- 
ported machinery and_ replacement 
parts valued, at $436 million from the 
United States in 1948, but only $28 
million worth from the United King- 
dom, “Here is a frutiful field in which 
we would welcome greater activity

More Seats : 

One of the busiest men in the whole 
pre-election scramble, won't have a 
vote on election day. He's Jules Cast- 
‘onguay, chief electoral officer for the 
Dominion, who will be working far 
‘into the night to make sure the elec- 
tion machinery is letter-perfect. 

Mr. Castonguay supervises the 
spending of the $4,000,000 in election 
costs, and will work a 15-hour day 
until it’s over, But like judges, treaty 
Indians, Eskimos, imbeciles and con- 
victs, he- can’t vote. The 68-year-old 
civil servant has had the job for the 
last 22 years, 

Both Mr. Castonguay and the party 
leaders have 17 more seats in the 
Commons to worry about in this el- 
ection. The redistribution bill of 1947 
and the.entry of Newfoundland boost- 
ed the total from 245 to 262, That 
makes one member for every 45,566 
persons in all provinces but Newfound 
Jand, Prince Edward Island and the 
Yukon where representation in the 
Commons fs fixed by statute, 

Ontario will elect 83 members, a 
gain of one; Quebec 73, a gain of 
eight; Nova Scotia 13, a gain of one; 
and British Columbia 18, a gain of 
two. Saskatchewan and Manitoba 
each lose one member, Saskatchewan 
electing 20 members this election and 
Manitoba 16, Unchanged are New 
Brunswick, with 10 and Alberta with 
17. , 

Prince Edward Island's four mem- 
bérs, the Yukon's one and Newfound- 
land's‘ seven are fixed by statute. 

Newfoundland’s entry also, means 
six more seats in the Senate, raising 
membership there from 96 to 102, 

The Commons seats are supposed to 
be redistributed every 10 years, fol- 
lowing the census, The 1947 redistri- 
bution was due in 1942, but wasn't 
made because of the war. 

One Party Less 

The Bloc Populaire, which sprang 
up in Quebee during the 1942 mobili- 
zation crisis, won't be a factor in this 
election, Maxime Raymond, 65-year- 
old founder of the party which had 
45 candidates in the 1945 general el- 
ection, is retiring from public life. He 
has represented Beauharnois-La- 
prairie, a Quebec seat, since 1925. 

He and J. I, Hamel of St. Maurice- 
Lafleche were the only Bloc-Populaire 
members elected, Although Mr. Hamel 
is expected to run again, he probably 
will be an Independent. 

Between 1942 and 1945; Mr. Ray- 
mond had four supporters in the Com- 
mons. He broke with the Liberal party 
after it decided on compulsory train- 
ing during the war. 

The party disappeared from the 
Quebec provincial field—where it 
elected only Andre Laurandeau, the 
provincial leader—before the Quebec 
election last year. 

Mr, Raymond's last speech in the 
Commons was a criticism of the: At- 
lantic Pact and he and Mr. Hamel 
were. the only two members who vot- 
ed against adoption of the draft of the 
pact.

WEALTH 18 EXHAUSTIBLE 


Writing from Landon, Dorothy 
Thompson gives a rather grim pic- 
ture of the progress of events. ‘It is 


not an unfriendly picture por is it’ 


couched in terms of prophecy. It. is 
the report of material and spiritual 
changes as seen by a careful obser- 
ver. Other .reyolutions, Miss Thomp- 
son implies, haye replaced one ruling 
class by another, But while, in a sense 
this is happening in Britain, in the 
‘new holders there is not the passion 
or virility of conquest, so there is no 
machinery for replacing the useful 
services once provided by the acquis- 
itiveness and public conscience of 
wealth, Wealth, indeed, is rapidly dis- 
appearing under the impact of death 
duties and expropriatory taxation 
But, what is still more important, the 
taxation that has lowly strangled the 
once ruling-class has left no margin 
for the well-to-do to build fortunes of 
their own, to keep the wells of wealth 
flowing and to provide the capital for 
Britain’s enlarging activities, There 
are no margins for capital reserves, so 
necessary wealth is being used but 
not replaced, ‘ 


That, of cotrse, jis not wholly the 

fault of government. The long attri- 
tion of war could not be stayed by half 
would 
have had to impose oppressive taxa- 
tion, and revolutions have hever been 
careful of individuals, 
. But the habit of revolution has been 
for actual needs, This must be char- 
ged against the government that has 
to replace the deposed class with an-~- 
other, more eager, more virile, more 
aggressive. And here precisely the 
present government of Britain is op- 
en to challenge, In its eagerness to 
support an idea it has not been honest 
with its people. It has let it be as- 
sumed that the leveling out of incom- 
es would solve all problems—that one 
class would give and the other take, 
Quite lately Sir Stafford Cripps has 
had to announce, that there is little 
wealth remaining, But the words come 
too late, The people, indoctrinated 
with a false sense of well-being, do 
not listen or understand. Why should 
they? Food prices ave been -kept low, 
and no one has told the people or 
made them understand that these 
prices were not true, that they were 
made possible by subsidies applied by 
taxation. So also with the so-called 
free medical services. 

.These concealed costs, says Miss 
Thompson, “contribute to a form of 
infantilism,” a childish belief that 
Wealth can be drawn upon forever to 
provide these benefits. So even the 
smallest price increase is resented, so 
unwarranted demands are made 
upon the so-called free health servic- 
es, SO Wages appear as spending mon- 
ey—over and above what is required 
fostered the delusion, Wealth is run- 


ruary.

While. the internationa) headlines 
have carried the lifting of the Berlin 
blockade by .Russia, other points on 
the globe have sunk into insignifi- 
cance.

We, like many 
others, are waiting to see what hap- 
pens when the Communist war equip- 
ment petérs out, One thing is certain, 
the United States is no longer subsid- 
izing the Communists, as they were 
doing when arms shipments went for- 
ward to Chiang Kai Shek’s Ntaionalist 
Government, Prime. Minister Attlee 
says Britain will defend her position 
in Hong Kong, This might be the 
spark plug of the whole Asiatic cam- 
paign, No doubt Attlee has the moral 
support of thé ‘United States in . the 
defence of Hong Kong. On other 
fronts there is the realization that 
trade must be kept fluid if inter-na- 
tional prosperity is to be maintained. 
Britain, who has played the game 
rather high-handedly in her control 
of the Sterling Block, has been one of 
the first to realize this. To sei, one 
must be prepared to buy. Tnere is a 
strong subversive movement in Van- 
ada directed against the Atiantic pact, 
Just how the United Church top brass 
got mixed up in this is hard to under- 
stand, The gereral movement has all 
the earmarks of the pacifist move- 
ment prior to World War Two, which 
has since been revealed as Nazi in- 
spired. There is a revealing article in 
the current issue of The Toronto Star 
on Marshal Tito and his break with 
the central Communist authority in 
Moscow. Maybe Churhill, after all, is 
gifted with the true sprit of prophecy 
This article by Matthew Halton would 
indicate that Churchiii’s,.words were 
truly inspired.

WEEDS « 

“whe following are a few of the 
characteristics and some hints that 
are considered important in the control 
of perennial weeds. 

Creeping undérground ‘reotstocks 
make the common perennial weeds 
formidable pests. These rootstocks 
serve the plant in two ways: 

(1) As a means of propagation—A 
single plant without competition can 
cover an area up to 15 feet in diameter 
or almost. 200 square feet, in a single 
season by means of these rootstocks. If 
it contain a bud, a piece of one of 
these rootstocks only half an inch long 
can start a new plant which can cover 
a similar area in a season. 

(2) For storage of food—tiIn the-nor- 
mal growth cycle, a perennial plant 
starts in the spring with.a tieavy re- 
serve of food stored in its root sys- 
tem, Ag the season progresses the 
stored food is gradually used and, 
reaches a low point at the time of 
flowering and seed setting. After, that, 
the food reserves are rapidly replen- 
ished until by fall they are fully restor- 
ed and ready for the next season. 

The root system ig the major con- 
sideration in the eradication or con- 
trol of perennials. Unless a practice 


system, it is of little value. as a con- 
trol measure. 

Most perenniais are spread by seeds. 
It is, therefore, important to prevent 
their seeding .to avoid new infestations. 

Alternative methods of control of 
perennials weeds are as follows: (1) 

Black summerfallow, started after 
plants have reached the bud stage. (2) 
Competitive crops: such as Early Bar- 
ley and Green Feed, seeded early and 
cut as the weeds come into the bud 
stage. (3) Fall Rye, seeded after the 
removal of a crop of wheat, barley, 
oats, or, seeded after the field has been 
fallowed until Sept. Ist. (4) Forage 
crops, a mixture of both legumes and 
grasses cut at regular intervals is the 
most practical and economical method 
of controlling resistant perennial 
weed. (5) Chemical control, using So- 
dium Chlorate or 2;4-D, only practical 
for isolated infestations and as an aid 
to good sound cultural practices, How- 
ever, the above methods will be dis- 
cussed separately and more fully in 
a later issue,

Several kinds 
of torage crops can be mixed to advan 
tage especially jf:the field is to be used 
for pasture. 

Mr. Birdsall says that it is mixed 
with the small, heavier seeds of le- 
gumes. The best idea is to seed the 
brome first, If the brome is sown after 
the legumes there is danger of dis- 
turbing the legume seed already sown 
and getting it down too deep for sat- 
isfactory germination, 


ARTIFICIAL BREEDING SERVICE 
Some time ago, Alberta’s Minister 
ot Agricultural, the Hon, D. A, Ure, 
announced the discontinuance of 4 
portion ef the work carried on with 
artificial breeding service frum the 
Olds School of Agriculture, Since the 
policy on: Artificial Insemination was 
inaugurated in 1944, service has been 
provided to. members of the Alberta 
Branch of: the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation, from bulls purchased jointly 
by the Department of Agriculture and 
the Association for that definite pur- 
pose, Under a separate Clause of that 
policy provision was made to supply 
semen to grade herd breeding Clubs, 
and under this clause, service has 
been provided to a Club located in the 
Olds district. 
‘The results of the latter work indi- 
cated that conditions in Alberta are 
not satisfactory for. the operation of 
grade herd breeding Clubs, and it has 
been decided that service in the Olds 
Clib will terminate at. June 30th, 1949. 

Service to registered Holstein-Frie- 
sian cows and heifers will be contin- 
ued as in the past except for minor 
changes in the regulations, The Hol- 
stein bulls “Glenafton Rag Apple Ar- 
chitect” and “Sovereign Masterpiece” 
will continue in service, 

Recently the Holstein bull “Glen- 
afton Rag Apple Banner’ jointly pur- 
chased by the Alberta Department of 
Agriculture and the Holstein-Friesian 
Association (Alberta Branch) from 
Glenafton Farm, Alliston, Ontario, ar- 
rived at the Olds Breeding Station to 
be used in artificial service in regist- 
ered herds.

Keep the herd off pasture fields until 
the growth is well started, All too 
often pasture is. given a serious set- 
back by too-early grazing ‘in the 
spring. Wait for the rains before graz- 
ing pastures heavily. 

Use discretion when first turning 
the cows onto pasture, Sudden chan- 
ges from dry feed to pasture may re- 
sult in digestive disturbances and 
cause objectionable ‘flavours to milk. 
To prevent such’ conditions, the cattle 
should be given their usual feed of hay 
and grain each morning during the 
first few days on pasture, 

The pasture season should be the 
most profitable feeding period because 
the cows harvest the crop themselves. 
Best rsults will be obtained when a 
mixture of grass and legume is used, 
and the pasture is divided into three 
or four fields and grazing rotated. 
Under such pasture management only 
high producing cows need a grain 
supplement, As a precaution in pre- 
venting bloat when the pasture con- 
sists of legumes give the cattle access 
to dry straw or hay.

WAR EXGAVATIONS 
UNEARTH TEMPLES 
OF ANCIENT TIME 

LONDON—A wooden Celtic temple 
dating back to 300 B.C, was the most 
important discovery made in Britain 
during war-time excavations for air- 
fields, camps and ordnance factories, 
the ministry of works has disclosed. ~ 

A ministry. booklet entitled “War 
and Archaeology” described the sec- 
rets of valuable pre- =historic and Ro- 
man “finds.” ' 

The temple was: found at Heath- 
row, Middlesex, now London airport. 
The oyerall dimensions of the building 
were only 30 feet by 15. The plan 
closely foliowed that of the classical 
Greek temple with its colonnade, 

A burial chamber of the New Stone 
Age (about 2500-1900 B.C.) which with’ 
its round shape, looked like a large 
beehive was excavated on an airfield 
near Bibury in Gloucestershire. 

There is little doubt * that ‘these 
large tombs were the. last resting- 
places not of one individual but of a 
clan or family, They were the predec- 
essors of the family vault of today. 

One hundred and three Bronze Age 
(1900 B.C. to 500 B.C.) burial moun@s 
were found during the excavation, im 
the early part of the. age bodies were 
normally buried unburnt, often in a 
crouched attitude lying on their side, 
‘but after some centuries this practice 
‘was gradually discontinued in favor 
of burning the dead and placing the 
ashes in a pottery vessel. 

Often small objects 


were buried 


with the bodies or the ashes for the 


use of the dead persun in the after 
life, in which the people of tnat time 
clearly believed. 
Coal on Pyre 

A cairn excavated during construc- 
tion of a factory at Bridgend Glamor- 
ganshire, gave evidence of the use of 
coal as fuel in a funeral pyre of about 
1400 B.C, It probably gave the most 
complete record of funeral ceremonp 
during that age.

Growth Habits. The growth habits 
of the Wild Oat differ. considerably 
from those ‘of the cultivated or 
‘tame’ oat. It possesses, for ~inst- 
ance, certain characteristics which 
enable it. to survive ordinary cul- 
tural practices. It fipens faster 
than the common cereals, and ma: 
‘seeds fall to the ground before Hl 
cereal crop in which it is growing 
is‘ ready to harvest. 

Dormancy and “After-Ripening ” 
Newly-shattered wild oat seeds are 
usually high in moisture content: 
After falling to the ground they 
remain in a ‘dormant’ or resting 
stage for some time. The drying 
of such seed is aécompanied. by 
certain processes within the seed 
which break the dormancy and 
allow germination to take place ° 
This is called ‘the ‘after-ripening’ 
process. Seeds that are buried in 
the soil by cultivation, before dry- 
ing, will not germinate until .they 
are again brought to the surface and 
dried out. 

Germination Temperatures. Wild 


oat seeds germinate lb: under cool 
conditions. In fact, seeds will 
germinate if the sow .cmperature 


is above 50° F. . This explains why 
wild oats grow well on fallow land 
in the spring, and why they do not 
grow readily, later in the season 
Cultivation of fallow land during 
the hot summer months merely 
serves to bring*the wild oat. seeds 
to the surface? Where they ‘after- 
ripen’. There they lie until favor- 
. able .temperature “condifions .for 
their germination occur, Obviously, 
therefore, any, crop that is sown 
early'on fallow the following year 
8 likely to be severely infested 
Delaying seeding ‘until about June 
15th will permit the destruction. of

8. Many farmers consider that No, 3 
seed is not really fit for sowing. 
Seed that is offered for sale for 
seeding in Canada comes under the 
provisions of the Dominion Seed Act, 
‘and the regulations regarding the 
weed seed content are most stringent. 
Weeds which are known to be extre- 
mely noxious and which have not be- 
come established in this country, are 
not allowed in‘ any of the three seed 
grades. Weeds which are very diffi- 
cult to eradi¢ate and cause heavy 
crop losses are not permitted in No. 
1 seed grade, Fortunately these weeds 


are not widely distributed. Secondary |. 


noxious weeds unfortunately are wid- 
ély distributed and they cause heavy 
crop losses, Seeds of such weeds are, 
allowed in very limited number in the 
seed grades, . 

A final group, are the weeds which 
cause less crop: damage, and. which 
can be easily eliminated by good cul- 
tural’ methods. The Aft allows for: 
greater tolerance of seeds in ‘ this 
group. 

The strict regulatiéns under the 
Seed Act are there for a purpose, to 
assure the buyer gets good seed which 
in turn: will help to prevent the spread 
of weeds, When buying seed, it is 
worth buying the best. When cleaning 
seed on the farm, it is worth doing it 
thoroughly. If in doubt, put it through 
the fanning-mill a second time, 


MAY SURVEY 1949 

During the last. week of May farm- 
ers throughout Canada will again be 
receiving: the annual June question- 
naire concerning live stock, poultry, 
farm labour and acreages on their own 
farms. The questionnaire is being sent 
out by the Agriculture Division of the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics in co- 
operation with the provincial Depart- 
ments of Agriculture, The answers 
given by farmers to the question on 
the’ forms will prévide the basis for 
estimating the acreage sown to field 
crops in 1949 and the numbers of live 
stock and poultry in Canada at June 
1, 1949. 

The success of the survey and the 
accuracy of the’ agricultural statistics 
published by the Bureau and the sev- 
eral provincial Departments of Agri- 
culture depend on the co-operation of 
farmers in. filling out and returning 
the questionnaires. A widespread res- 
ponse. from all types of farmers 
throughout each province is needed in 
order that the statistics can be based 
on a sufficiently large number of re- 
ports from a representative sample of 
farms throughout Canada, 

The statistics obtained from the sur 
vey are used extensively throughout 
the year. The Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics is the official source of sta- 
tistical information in Canada and its 
figures are used by governments, farm 
organizations and industry to plan 
future operations: International or- 
ganizations such as the world Food 
and Agriculture Organizatin depend 
on the Bureay to supply up-to-date 
figures on Canada’s agricultural in- 
dustry, The farmer, through his res- 
ponse to the questionnaires sent out 
by the Bureau, has a real opportunity 
to help form a true picture of agricul- 
tural conditions, and it is in his own 
interest to do so. t

Following the incident, public sent- 
iment swung to Durocher’s side and 
oné fan even went so far as to say he, 
and not Durocher, was the one who 
had tripped over Boysen and acciden- 
tally kicked him. 3 

This wasn’t the first time Lippy 
was on the carpet, Twice before this 
year he had been disciplined for min- 
or offences.

Tighten Suspensions 
Of Drivers Licenses 


New amendments to the Vehicle and 
HighWhys Traffic Act passed at the 
last session’ of the legislature of Al- 


berta tightened the regulations on 
driver's licenses. 
One provides that the ‘provincial 


secretary may suspend for six months 
the HMeense of a driver or chauffeur 
who is convicted twice within a per- 
iod of 12 months, 


Before such license is suspended, 
the driver in the opinion of the minif- 
ster must have been involved.in an 
accident which resulted..in. bodfly in- 
jury or death of any person or dam- 
age to property in excess of $100. 

The act also says the minister shall 
suspend the driver's ofr chauffeur’s 
license, for 12 months o« any such driv- 
er or chauffeur who has been’. found 
guilty of operating a motor vehicle 
while intoxicated, contrary to the 
provisions of the Criminal Code. 

Officials of the Alberta Motor Asso- 
ciation say’the act provides that the 
magistrate making such convictions 
shall forward the license of such car 
driver or chauffeur to the provincial 
secretary for such action as may be 
decided, 

The hct also provides that no per; 
som under the age of 16 years shall 
drive any scooter or power bicycle 
unless its motor is governed so that 
it is unable to attain a speed in ex- 
cess of 20 miles an hour,
